Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed amending the claims to delete the language of "wanted" 
and "unwanted" nucleic acid and to recite therefor target nucleic acid of interest and nucleic acid not of interest, 
respectively. Applicants representative proposed amending the claims to include an active process step of hybridizing 
probes A and B to the sample nucleic acids. The examiner suggested further amendments of the claims to distinguish 
the claimed invention over Schutz. In particular, it was suggested that applicants amend the claims to recite an active 
process step wherein under the hybridization conditions of the assay, probe A hybridizes to both target nucleic acid 
and nucleic acid not of interest and probe B hybridizes only to nucleic acid not of interest and to recite a final step 
wherein detection of probe A alone to the sample nucleic acid is indicative of the presence of the target nucleic acid of 
interest .
